A cnsaal olw^rv^r 
could sec pictured upon the countenances of 
almost every person n determination to do 
something — to add his mite iu saving* his 
coentry. It bad been pretty freely noised 
abcut ifcat Colonel Wolford was upan the 
ground and would speak.

He left 
1 hi- ci y in I3S2, imniediately after tho fall ot 
F, rt D< nelson, went South, and obtained em- 
ploy men! in the re'o l ordnance department 
upder Captain (now Oolonel) Wrigh^ fo'-ner- 
ly chief of the ordnance department la Nash- 
ville. He has been in that department ever 
since, going with it from place to place nr. jl 
it at last sought fefnrre in Macon. The rsa- 
cbinery, ordnance, tc. were removed frora 
Atlanta to Macon iu July; nothing of tbe 
kind which could be of vaine in the net of 
evacuation was left behind. 

it was Hood's policy to get ao manv of tbe 
women and children ont of the couutry as 
possible. Sowhen the wife of out inform vat 
applied for a n»ss to cone to Tennessee, he 
compiled, and f-ent her, with others, into the 
Federal lines.

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Mncon ot ?4C0 per barrel, m^al $S0 per bush- 
el, meat $5 per pound, coffre $20 per pouid, 
swret milk $8 per pallon, buttermilk mi per 
prI od. The most common b ,ard could not 
he hed for lees than $50 per week; hotel 
priceB $20 per day. Our informant n ,H $500 
in Copf-deiate aoney far $50 in greenbacks to 
pay the expenses of his wife to this city. 

In relation to the captures mttde in Atlanta 
by our troops, bis et<-. ements coincide with 
these already published. Be thinks Hood's 
'ott es, alter leaving Atlanta, numbered about 
80 0C0 men, inclndiug miii'ia and all others. 
In Atlanta the rcix.s l ad a manufactory for 
making end repairing locomotives, and anoth- 
er for making railroad iron. The machinery 
of ibeee were rent to Macon an! Augusta. At 
this time, confined to ciose quarters, they have 
ae raaLy locomotives as can be used to advan- 
tage.

It is a fair estimate that Rarly lost at least 

cce-tbiid cf his entire force in tbe battle of 
kUnday. We captured about one hundred 
and fitty cemmisstoned officers, from Claionels 
down to 2d Lieutenants. Tne demoralizi- 
tion cf Early's forces is complete, and he is 
nibkir g tracks for Richmond as fast as his 
'ege e*n carry him. 

It If rofeiHe that Sheridan by bis c o*e Mtr* 
suit anay succeed ir bringing him to a stand, 
and force him to deliver battle, but, judging 
frcm present indications, such will not be the 
case. The only point this side of Staaatou 
where the rebels can make e stand with any 
hope of success, is f»t Fisher's Moantaic, two 
and a haif miles beyond Btraaburg.

On' badly wounded will be kept ot Win- 
chester for the present. The lees eerioudy 
wounded will be sent to Baltimore ai soon as 
p of Bible.

A j&ung man named Bndd Touag, wha 
rer.des in the neighborhood, went to u£ ^ 
efence of Mrs. Martin, armed with a revolver 
and in a state of intoxication, with the del 
Hand intention of BhootiDg one of her Bona 
Tho revocation ser-ms to have been that 
yoni g Martin had married a girl named Mc- 
Cariy, w ho waa previously engaged to Young, 
but in bis absence became attached to MartiiL 
ra acceptf-a tils offer of matrimony without 
acifjing her former admirer. 

On reaching the house of bis rival, Young 
was confronts by Mrs. Martin, who ordered 
bim to go away. He drew his pistol, how- 
ever, in a ihreatemog raauner, and thereupon 
ifrs. Martin seized an ax and attempted to 
etrike him. a friend of Young inteile wL 
but tbe latter fired over hit head at the wev 
man, inrrisctnalty. His friend walked away 
when lccng fired ngaio at Mrs. Martin, tbe 
ball striking ber in the forehead, and pusiig 
aronnd beneath tho scalp to the back of the 
head. Tbe tiull was not fractured, but the 
woman lies in a crir'cal condition from the 
(feet of tbe concussion. 

At thie juncture a 6on of Mrs. Martin artived 
with b revolver and commenced firiog at 
Young. The latter re'orned two of his shots 
and then sought refuge in an unoccupied 
bouse. His antagonist went immediately and 
reicade a bis revolver, and having also obtain- 
ed a shof-gnn and rifle, renewed the attack, 
firing at Yenng through a window until he 
had riddled him like a sieve. Nearly all the 
shots took tftVe», but without fatal result. 
There were two wcunds in the lef; arm and 
oner.ntbe right shoulder, one on the lower 
side of the right arm, one In the leftside pos- 
ing to tho region of right hip, one through 
lower right thigh, three in right leg, one over 
right thigh, one through left foot, one enter- 
ing elbow, snd akattcripg bone, and one across 
abdemer— making a baker's dozen iu all. 
thirteen. No sympathy ia expressed tor Yoncg. 
wbo had gone there with the intention of 
cotutbiitiLfc a murder, and had wantonly at- 
tempted to kili an innocent woman.

We 
quoted an extract from the Springfield Repub- 
lican the other day as an evidence of political 
candor, atd the abolition or^tan here straight- 
way discovers that the Republican is edited 
by *'an old woman," ar.d turns up its proboscis 
as if it seer ted something corrupt. In order 
to give it nasil exercise at a sufficient speed 
for bealtby c fleet, whilc'its nostrils dilate as 
if operated upon by dum'o-bells, we will ap 
proach it with another example of abolition 
respect foi decency and truth. The Newbury- 
port Herald, which is as truo to its political 
creed as the nt.Olo to the pole, makes an 
honest acknowledgment of the difference be- 
tween the positions of McCieilan and Lincoln 
as candidates for the Presidency. It says: 

Leaving cnt of consideration the Fremont 
wing and copperheads, wa have endeavored 
to ascertain the position ot the two great 

E.rties, and we come to this conclusion — that 
cClellan occupies the exact position that 
Lincoln did when the war began. We sup- 
ported Mr. Lincoln then as a conservative 
man. * • • • 

Now, in looking over MoClollan's letter of 
acceptance, we find the same to be his posi- 
tion. He declares with equ*l force that the- 
Union shall be maintained, the laws execute i, 
and the government respected in all parts of 
the country; that the war shall not csane till 
that is accomplished; and, moreover, he his 
proved that he. is ready to risk his life for 
that purpose, when his oaiaiad was taken 
from him begging that he might be allowed 
to share the fortunes and fate of the men he 
had led. If Mr. Lincoln, therefore, stood 
npon bis inaugural message to-day, the choice 
wcnld simply be between the two mon. 

This is the whole truth. McClellan occu- 
pies the exact position that Lincoln did when 
he received the hearty support of all the con- 
servatives ot the country, and, if Lincoln had 
remained true to the principles of his inaugu- 
ral message, he would have received such a 
continuance of that support as would have 
re-elected him without opposition. But when 
be deserted his Union position, and took the 
disunion and revolutionary stand that there 
could be no Union with slavery, the con- 
servatives of the country rejected him and his 
haresiee; and they will place McClellan in the 
Presidential chair to carry cut tho principles 
which Lincoln has abandoned. 



|®~The commander of a regiment of Ken- 
tucky veterans writes to na as follows from 
his Headquarters near Atlanta: 

I have looked upon your paper ever since

Their 
correspondents say that the news of his selec- 
tion was cheered along the whole Confederate 
lines, but we are to take the statements of the 
confidential organs of .the Jeff Davis despot- 
Ism as the only proper indication of the tone 
of rebel sentiment, and this is most clearly 
demonstrated in an article from the Richmond 
Enquirer of the 5th lott, which we insert la 
full in another part of this day's Journal. 
The Enquirer gives its opinion that from Ger. 
acCltllan the Confederates "can have bat lit- 
tle hope of peace other than a reconstruction 
peace" and says "he is by far the most dan- 
gerous man for ns; had his policy been per- 
sistitgly followed, and the war conducted on 
the principles of civilized warfaro, he might 
have divided our people, and perhaps con- 
quered our liberties." We must nik every 
man who desires to understand the feelingj 
of tho rebels, as between McClellan and Lin- 
coln, to read the whale of the Enquirer's arti- 
cle, for every line is fuil of significance. 
Whether it looks at the two candidates in the 
light of peace or war, it prefers Lincoln to 
McClellan, for it eays: "We cm make batter 
terms of peace with an an ti- slavery fanatic 
than with an earnest Unionist," and "wo lost 
more men fighting the science of McClellan on 
the Peninsula than Wt have in repelling th? 
fnriou3 bat ill conducted assaults ot General 
Grant." Lot the true friends of the Union 
and its presorvation as the sole condition o! 
peace, digest such sentedcos as these, which 
the Confederate organ utters: 

Our best hope is from the honest fanatics 
of the United Stated; men who believe in their 
hearts that slavery is the "sum of all villain- 
ies," and who really and sincerely believe it 
to be tneir duty to separate their country from 
the "relic of barbarism." 

How often bave we heard these sen- 
timents from the New York Tribune, 
tbe Independeat, and the Liberators of the 
abcli'ion p*rty ? The leaders of the rebellion 
are working with the Northern a'ooUtioa- fa- 
catice ; the former know that they can always 
depend on the Scu h.ra masses to stand by 
tbem as long as Lincoln's policy prevails; but 
itouiu McClellan triumph in November the 
Union sentiment of tho Soa'.h would have an 
op>oitunity for expressing itself without the 
dread of being subdued by Confederate biy- 
oncis. The Ecquirai's article does not require 
any elucidation from na; it ;aowa unmistaka- 
bly th. I Mr. Lincoln and Jeff Davis are both 
working for tbe s.vmeend, the division of the 
IVoa upon th; basis of two republics, one fres 
and the other slave. Let the msn who doubts 
this, carefully read the Richmond manifesto, 
and he wilt ho convinced. 



The breaking up of the who'.o labor 
system of onr State ba3 worked incilcu'.abh 
damt^e to its loyat people. Many faimors are 
unable to garner their crops, even if they were 
tortnnate enough to have handd to complete 
their barrest. But tbe o meciiiitiea ot bUvqj 
without the knowledge or assent of thuir mas 
ters, and the shameful disrespect shown to onr 
State laws by the harboring of runaways, are 
not the least of the evils that have sprung from 
these ill advised measures. Wo have heard of 
many instances, especially in the lowor part 
of the State, where negro soldiers, by tho as 
eistnnce of their white officers acting as aman 
nenses, Lave written to their masters to send 
their wiv,s aud children to the camps of the 
negro regiments or other rendezvouses, first 
supplying them with bacon, flour,&c.,sufficient 
to provision them for twelve months, and al- 
so to pay the wives wages from the time the 
men left for the army. Those letters are filled 
with various threats in case the de 
mands are not complied with. In some in- 
stances matters will etand thas: Mr. A awns 
the cervices of the man. Mr. B owns the wife, 
and Mr. 0 has executed his note to Mr. B for 
the hire ef the woman, when ho (Mr. C) gets 
a letter telling him to pay the biro to the 
woman and not to Mr. B, or he will suffer for 
it. Letters from old friends detail to us hnu 
dieds of cases of this and similar character; 
and, while General Payne was in our Siato, 
there was nethiDg but ignominious insult of- 
fered in reply to applications tor advice as to 
the best way of securing protection from these 
threats. Wo are unable to suzgest a remedy. 
General Bnrbridge, a native of Kentucky, is 
in military command ef our State as tar down 
as the Cumberland river, and he must be fa 
miliar with the pressing necessities of his 
fellow-citizens. General Meredith, too, who 
has succeeded Payne in command of the Pa' 
ducah district, was born in the South, 
although a citizrn of Indiana at the time of 
his appointment as Brigadier-Gsnoral of vol 
unteers, and he therefore knows bow terribly 
this sadden and violent disruption of all the 
social and industrial institutions of our Stata 
ttcst fall upon its people. We therefore most 
earnestly entreat their attention to this sub- 
ject. What is done cannot probably bs no- 
done or remedied, but if a proper policy for 
the future ccnld bo marked out, which would 
protect our rights of property under oa? State 
laws, and prevent the violation cf contracts, 
it would be hailed with delight and be no 
more than a simple act of jas'.ico.

W ilt THE SOUTH HOPK3 FOR LINCOLN'S BE- 
KLE0T1OM. 

The Democratic nominees in the United 
States are McClellan for Prfsidentaod Poadle- 
ton for Vice-President. What concern have 
the people of these Confederate States in the 
rate of thcee candidates at the approaching 
election? In our opinion, the interest and 
hope of peace is rot greatly advanc«d by 
•bese nominations. From General McOlelHn 
r.nr people ca-a have but little hope of peace, 
other than a reconstruction peace. • 
Wbathops do his antecedents hold out that 
ihould enconrago our people to believe that 
oe would j ield our nationality any sooner than 
Mr. Lincoln? He is by lar the mora danger- 
ous man for us; had his policy been persist- 
ingly followed, and the war conducted on the 
principles of civilized warfaro, he might 
hr.ve divided our people, and, perhap3, con- 
quered our liberties. With consummate abili- 
ties he clearly foresaw that emancipi'.ion 
might possibly free the negroes, bnt coald 
rot unite the sections; that confiscation 
might enrich his soldiers, but could not recon- 
cile onr people; hence, with an earnest and 
honeet love for the Unicn, he avaided those 
fatal ncis, and conducted tho war for the 
restoration of the Union, rather than the de- 
struction of the South. His policy was the 
olive branch in one hand and the sword 
in the other, to conquer by pow;r 
and corciliale by kindness. It wa3 a 
mcst dangerous policy for ns; for if 
tbe ameliorating hand of Federal kiodness 
had softeDed the rigors of war, cur people 
would riot have been snbjectod to those ter- 
rible fires of suffering by which Mr. Lincoln 
has hardened every heart and steeled every 
sentiment against onr merciless foes. Asa 
sincere secessionist, preferring w*r and nv 
tionalit^ to peace and the Union, we looked 
opon the fact of a difference bet ween Mr. Lin- 
coln and General McClellan as to the proper 
policy of conducting tbe war, as peculiarly 
fortunate for onr cans?. We hailed the proc- 
lamations of emancipation and confiscation, 
and the policy ot plunder and devastation, as 
cure pledges of onr ultimate triumph; .bey 
were terrible ordeals, but they most etf wtu- 
ally eradicated every sentiment of U - ion and, 
aroa*ing the pride as well as the latere s: of 
our people, inflamed the patriotism of the 
whole, until they wou'd have accepted death 
as preferable to ultimate defeat. 

Now, between McClellan and Lincoln there 
are many points of difference — the former is a 
man of talents, of information, of firmness, and 
art at military experience and ability — the lat- 
ter is a supple, pliant, e«wy fool, a good bat 
vulgar j ker. While McClellan has tbe inter- 
est of the Union only at heart, Mr. Lincoln 
baa the fanatical object of freeing aesroes for 
bis inspiration. Between "my plaa," as dsn. 
Grunt has conducted it, attd tbe one by iiaa. 
McClellan, there could not bave been tho same 
euccces that has already attended our arms, 
for we lost more ninn fighting the science of 
McOUUan on the Peninsula than we have in 
repelling the furioaa but ill-conducted assaults 
of General Grant. 

Thus, whether we look at tire nomination 
in the liRht of peace or war, we prefer Liocoln 
to Mcf.'ieilan. We oan make better t?rmj of 
peace with an anti-s'avi>ry fanatic than with 
an earnest Unionist. We cvj. g .in more mili- 
tary catcees in a war aondoeted on "my plan" 
then one of a real 3olJier like McCMlan, aod 
socner dejtroy th ; ie-oatc and strougth of 
oar eremy wbe:e tbey aro managed and 
manipulated by the light-fingered gentry of 
Messrs. CbasoEnd Fessendeu, than when hus- 
bnrded and skilfully controlled by suoh a vaan 
as Gu brio. Our best hope is from the honest 
fanatics of the United Stales, men wao b;- 
ileve in tkeir hearts that elavery U the "sum 
of »)1 vil l aii if i fl ," and who realty and sincere- 
ly believe, it to be their duty to separate their 
country from this "relic of baroarism." Such 
men, when' they fi id that tlisir people are 
tired of the war, will end it by a pe.oo that 
6acrifit «3 territory to freedom, and wili let the 
South ' go, ' provided she carries slavery with 
her. Tbese men believe no less that the just 
powers of guvercment cro derived from the 
consent cf the governed, than "that all men 
are created free and equal" Tae two postu- 
lates ere of like iraportanca to an abolitionist. 

Both the abolitionist and the Democrat is 
our enemy — '.he one, because we have slaves, 
the other, because we are disunionists. Nor 
dote their enmity differ in degree; tney both 
bate ns most intensely. Tho Chicago plat- 
form is, U,at "peaco may bo restored on the 
basis of the Federal Union of the S atea' —

' We understand that a larxe number of 
recruits are daily crojsiug to the south side of 
tbe Cumberland rivev, on their way to jjin 
the rebel army. Most of them have been 
raked by Ualone, formerly of Ru;9eTlviiIe, 
and who recently took tho oath of alhgiance 
to tbe ULited States. He ha; had a camp es- 
tablished near the Tennessee and Kentucky 
line for nearly a month past, and his opera- 
tions bare met with great success. The 
Federal authorities have paid but little atten- 
tion to bim and hi3 camp, which, without 
doubt, contributed greatly to his success. His 
object, as be stated when ho first established 
his camp, was to recruit a regiment for the 
Confederate service, he having been aathor- 
ized to do bo by the rebel Secrotary of War. 
He claims that he has nearly completed his 
mission, and it is presumed that be is now 
trying to escape into the Confederate lines 
with his men. Such operations do not speak 
mach for the efficiency of the officers intrust- 
ed with commands in the rear of our advance 
lines, and whose business it is to suppress all 
such movements.

They Btatethat 
a great amount of suffering exists among the 
poor people of the captured city. The old 
l.cry of suffering and destkutioa is patheti- 
cally told, but it has became so ommon that 
we listen to it with less interest than we 
wculd have done three years ago.

Mrs. S. told them 
that there was no such money there, and had 
not bees ; that there was a box there which 
hod contained some greenbacks, and showed 
it, telling them that she would get thorn all 
the money on the place, and give them every- 
thing they had if they would l paro their lives 
One of the robbers replied that they would 
spare her life, but that they came to take 
Smith's life, and were going to do it. They 
ordered his little son to bring a rope, but the 
boy not finding a rope, they made him get a 
bridle, the rein of which thoy put around the 
Squire's neck, tightening it occasionally as 
they made their threats. Finally, after taking 
the little silver and gold Mrs. S. r.nd tbe chil- 
dren had as kecpsekes, which Mrs. S. present- 
ed, begging for the life of her husband, they 
took him out of the house and drew him 
up to a limb, regardless of the cries of wife 
end children, but soon let him down when 
they fcucd that he still said that be did not 
have the money.

I was at Sebaatopol in th? win er of 1861, 
and durirg intensely cold weather I hai p»9»ed 
a good part of the time in shaoting wild tur- 
key*, countless numbers of whom, half-starved 
and chilled with the frost, would alight upon 
the hills ot Inkermann and Balailara, and in 
their bernmbed state would fall an easy pruy 
to the marksman. It was during one of (best 
hunting excursions that I camo upon a sight 
which after alapse of three years continues to 
forae itself upon my memory, though I fain 
would forget it. 

I had made my arrangements for a trip up 
the conctry, taking with me as game-carrier 
a stout deaf and dumb gyrsy lad, in whom I 
felt a compassionate interest. During the 
morning I 6hot two turkeys, after which wc 
set out to return, and in the la'.ter part of the 
forenoon we accidentally came upon a spec- 
tacle painfully tr-jgic in its nature. Cpon a 
little knoll before us, partially imbedded- in 
the drifting enow, sat a stout Russian moj'»k 
of about forty-fire years of age, habited ir 
the witte/ garb of his cla»s— a shcep-siin 
coat ncd cap— frozen as solid as a marble 
rtatne. Hie head rested upon his breast, the 
bancs were folded across a gun lying on his 
kneee. just as be bad fallen into hh fatal s?"»p 
Bis be ard,mu8tacb«s,ani eyebrows were white 
with the frret,f M-ming a striking contrast with 
bis swarthy, weather-beaten countenance. I 
approached him, gently removed his ctp, 
brnslpd the ei oie from bis neck, then care- 
fu'ly replacing it I set bw gun np beside him, 
and left bim alone in the wild stepps, seated 
upon hia snowy ptdestal, a speechless human 
Htmhon. He was pxobaVJy returning home 
from an unsuccessful hunt, and feeling weary 
sat down to rest for a while, and was, par- 
chance, thinking of lis wife and little ones, 
as the subtle iuuuenceof congelation crop*, 
through his veins. The effect this sight pro- 
duced npon my dumb guide was painful to 
behold; bis howls and moans were piteous to 
near; I 'tied to quiet him, but he seemed im- 
pressed with the Idea that the cold corpse 
would fellow us, and not till we had placeu 
several miles between us and the object of his 
dread did he regain his wonted composure. 

If this spectacle agite-ted my mind we saw 
one in the afternoon which filled me with 
greater bcrror and chilled the blood in my 
veins. We were walking rapidly along through 
the snow, which was nearly ankle deep, keep- 
ing the lofty isolated peak of the Tracklir- 
Dagh upon our left, and lbs descending sun 
•pon our right, when I saw tomethiog in the 
distance reeembling a vehicle. I had been 
thinking all day we must be near some or 
the cross- roiids between Bictche-Sara and 
Alms, and this at ones confirmed my 
conjectures. Upon a nearer approach I 
saw it was a Tartar Arabia, or diligence, 
its black tarpaulin covering torn, and fl.o- 
ping in tie wind. Instantly the thought 
of what mav have befallen the occupants 
flitted atiiwart my mind and I walked 
toward it with fearful fjiebcdings. Ao 
we drew ne-xr I saw there were no horses at- 
tached to it, and my mind became easier, bat 
•11 around, behind, before, the lerel country 
presented a cuifaoe of andw uabrokoa save by 
•ar own foot prints. No uacks led to or from 
the vebic!», and It must have been there thir 
ty cr forty honrs; I approached it from be- 
hind, and BMing alou£ to the side cartain 
tore it open. Horror of horrors I It was filled 
wilh icy corpses. Four human beings, stoat 
middle-aged men, ftrred, wl.ie'iered, aadmn;. 
tacbed, lay in an attitude of repose, 'tteir limbs 
rigid in death. P-etirg along to the forward 
end I found the postillion ctrcUbed out tipm 
his box, sleeping tire sleep of eternity. All htd 
perished. My feelings at this time can better 
be imagined than described; a'one oa the 
desolate steppe with a frightened dumb boy 
for a companion, surrounded by the congealed 
dead— weary, co'd, and hungry, an inclement 
winter night nppro»ch<ng, my fate, .,r.d the 
fate cf the boy with me if we should become 
lost or bewildered unmistakably photo- 
graphed befoio ue. Bat this did not deter me 
Item investigating this singular but painfn 
sight. Familiar with tho different modes of 
steppes trarellir g, I cculd eerily divine th^ 
eauoe of this ssd mlu.rj.ity. F,om their habili- 
mcntn I judged the ocennantq of the ill-fateri 
vehicle to be a party of Russian merchants on 
their way to th& South Ooast, who in crowing 
the plains were overtaken by snow-storm,aud 
as it often bnppeEB, the postillion lo-t his 
way, and deeming it impracticable to proceed 
farther till daj light, unhitched tho horses, lay 
down to pass the sight, and fell into a deadly 
Bleep. In the morni'jg thfj horses bscam- 
restless, and at length broke tbeir faaieniag; 
and Bed. 

By way of explanation I will farther add 
that traveller? in jcurneying across tho coun- 
try in these Covered Wagons invariably lay in 
an inordinate Eupply of their favorite 1 >• • 
brandy, and pt=a tho time while crossing the 
monotoEOUJ reaches between villages in feast- 
ing, drinking, and havingta good time gener- 
ally. WLetber this p?.rty was rendered insoa- 
slble to the frcst aud to their own perilous 
condition by an undue qnantity of stimulu?, I 
do not p'etend to say; as we found them, so 
we left them ; left, with no slight apprehen- 
sion for our own safety. 

It was late in the evening when we arrived 
at the door of a small cottage sculh of the 
Alma river. We entered without knockleg, 
our chilled and benntub.-d appearance offer- 
ing silent Brologiis,for aach precipitancy. A 
motherly looking woman arosu to meet m 
and was evidently surprised at seeing 
strangers; she welcomed us to seats, saylux, 
she "thought it was her hujbaud coming up, 
he having been absent two days. He ielt 
home two mornings before, taking his gus 
with him, and had not yet returned." 

Qaickiy my thoughts wandered back to the 
froien body of the dead hunter left behind in 
the morning, inwardly saying, "Poor woman, 
your husband is dead." A casual description 
■he gave of him in the course of the evening 
confirmed my suspicions. Two little children 
were sleeping in one corner, and with sorrow- 
ful feelings I geied upon them, for I knew 
that I was in the home of the widow and the 
fatherless. In the morning I inquired of her 
to whom I was indebted for such disinterested 
hospitality; she replied, "Evan Yarkoff" was 
her husband's name. I made a memorandum 
Of it, telling her at the same time that I would 
inform the police of Sebastopol of her condi- 
tion.

sH"Frederick Robsorj, tho famous comic ac- 
tor in London, ia dead. Early in his career 
ho sang in music halls, bat at last secured an 
engagement at the Olympic Theatre, then a 
tumbledown, unsuccessful place of amusement 
His earlier performances arc thus noticed by 
Augustus Sola: 

"The Olympic burlesques were slightly fun- 
nier, and not neatly so coarse as their forerun- 
ners; but they were still of no striking salience, 
poorly mounted, feeb'y played — save in one 
particular — they drew bot thin houses. Grad- 
ually, however, you began to hear at clubs and 
in critical coteries — at the Albion and tho Gar- 
rick and the Cafe de lEurope, at Evans's and 
at Kilpack'a, at the Reunion in Maiden Lane 
and at Rules's oyster room, where poor Alport 
Smiih used to reign supremo — rumora about a 
now actor. The new man was playing Mac- 
beth and Shylock in Talfonrd and Ilale'a par- 
odies. He was a little stunted fellow, not 
very well favored, not very young. Nobody — 
among tho bodies who were anybody — had 
ever heard of him bsforo. Whence he came, 
or what he was, no one knew; bat everybody 
came at last to care. For this little stunted 
cieature, with hia hoarse voico and nervou3 
gestures and grotesque delivery, his snarls, 
bis leers, his bunehings of tho shoulders, his 
contortions of tho limbs, his gTcaming of tho 
eyes, and his grisdirgs of the tcctb, was n 
genius. He became town talk. He speedily 
grow famous. He has teen an English, I 
might almost say a European, I might almost 
add a world-wide celebrity ever since; and hia 
name was Frederick Robson." 

Robson was the original "Wandering Min- 
strcl," now so popular all over America, and 
lew comedians have never been ablo to im- 
prove en Lis "Je-m Bag«e." Sala adds: 

"New triumphs awaited him. In the bur- 
lesque of The Yellow Dwarf,' ho bhowed a 
mastery of the protcsqne which approached 
the terrible. Years before, in Maebath, he 
bad personated a red-headed, fire-eating, whis- 
key, drinking Scotchman; and in Shylock, a 
tervile, fawnirg, obsequious, yet, when em-r 
genty arose, a p^csionate and vindictive Jot. 
In the Yellow Dwarf he was the jaundiced 
embodiment of a spirit of Oriental evil; crafty, 
malevolent, gteody, insatiate — full of moek- 
ery, minacry, lubricity, and spiie — an Afrit, a 
Djion, a Ghoul, a spawn of Sheitan. How 
that monstrous, orange-tawny head grinned 
and waggcefl How those flaps of ears pro- 
j cted forward, like unto those of a dog! now 
bnlefully those atrabilious eyes glistened! Yon 
laughed, and yet you shuddered. He spoke 
in mere doggerel and slang. Ho sang trum- 
pery congs to negro melodies. He danced the 
Lancashire clog hornpipe; he rattled out puns 
and conundrums; yet did he contrive to infuse 
into all this mummery and buffoonery, into 
this salmagundi of the incongruous and the 
outre, an unmistakably tragic element — .,u cl- 
ement of depth aud strength and passion and 
almost of sublia.ity. The mountebank bc- 
Cf>.ms inspired. The Jack Pudding suddenly 
drew the Os MaM'm s over his clojs. You wore 
awe-stricken by the intensity, the vehemence, 
be throw into the mean balderdash of tho bur- 
lesque-monger. Thcso qualities were even 
more apparent in his subsequent personation 
of Medea, in Robert Brough's parody of the 
Franco-Lalian tragedy. Tho Iovo, the hato, 
tho scorn, of tho abandoned wife of Jason„ 
the diabolical loathing in which sho holds 
Creusa, the tigerish affection wuh which she 
regards the children whom she ia after xard 
to slay — all these were portrayed by Robson, 
through the medium, be it always remem- 
bered, of doggerel^ and slang, with astonish- 
ing force and vigor. The original Medea, 
•he Ristori herself, came te see Rjhson,- aud 
was delighted with and umczed at him. She 
scarcely understood two words of English, 
but the actor's genius struck her home through 
the bull's- hide target of au uukuowu tongue. 
'Votno stra»rdinario.'' she went Away saying." 

In private life, Robson was a singularly 
modest and nervous man, though, on tho 
stage he could indulge in the most extrava- 
gant eccentricities of acting. Had ho lived, 
he would in all probaMlry have visited this 
country on a professional tour.

men wove rag carpets, and twisted baskets 
in the midst of litters of puny, pale children, 
wilh bleared eye3 and sore heads and dirty 
faces, tumbling, playing, shouting, whim- 
pering — -re pi, >; after the pigs that came 
rooting and no>rng iu the liquid filth that 
siuiuiered and stank to heaven in the gutters 
at ihe tori of tbe sluirs; and the houses above 
the heads of the ghastly men and women 
were Bwarming rooke-ries, hot and close ani 
bare, with window-panes broken, and hats 
and coats and rags stuffed in, and men with 
bloodshot eyes and desperate faces sittiag 
dogged with their hats on, staring at noth- 
ing, or leaning on thei* ragged elbows on 
broken tables, scowling from tietwsen their 
dirty hands at the world and the future; while 
in higher rooms sat solitary girls in hard 
woodefi chairs, a pile of straw covered with 
a rug in the corner, aud a box to put a change 
of linen in, driving the needle silently and 
ccaselet-My through shirU or coats or trous- 
ers, stocniug over in the foul air duriug the 
heat of the day, straining their eyes when 
the day darkened to save a caadle, hearing 
tbe roar and the rush and the murmur far 
aw.y, mingled in the distance, as if they 
were, dead aud buried in their graves, and 
dreaming a horrid dream until the resurrec- 
tion. 

Only sometimes an acute withoring pain, 
as if something or some'oody were Hewing 
the sewer and pierced her with a needle 
nharp and burning, made the room swim and 
the straw in the corner glimmer; and the girl 
dropped the work and closed her eyes— the 
cheeks were black and hollow beneath them 
— and she gs°ped and panted, and leaned 
back, while the rottr went, on, and the hot sun 
glared, and the neighboring church clock, 
sinking the hour, seemed to beat on her heart 
as it smote relentlessly the girl's returning 
consciousness.

Ihe spacious and narrow streets, thare were 
worn, n cooking, was'aing, sweeping, scour- 
ing, rubbing, lifting, carrying, sewing, read- 
inrr, sleeping — teua and twenties and fift es 
and hundreds and thousands of men, wo- 
men, and children. More than two hundred 
thousand of them were toiling, suffering, 
"trugglinir, enjoying, dreaming, despairing 
on a summer day, doing their share of the 
world's work. The eye was full of the city's 
activity; the ear was tired with its noise; the 
heart was sick with the thought of it; the 
'-treets and houses swarmed with people, but 
the world was out of town. There was no- 
body at home.
